Wallace

house agriculture committee to­ 
day that his “income certificate” 
sy stem (rf processing taxes offered 
the best possible way to 
enable 
farmers to “withstand the stress­ 
es of the present war.” 
Indeed, he said, 
the 
national 
welfare requires congress to in­ 
crease farm income. 
Wallace recommended the cer­ 
tificate plan for boosting the cash 
y ield for producers of such crops 
as cotton wheat, 
tobacco, 
rice, 
prunes and raisins. 
For certain other crops, such as 
corn, which do not pass through 
a centralized manufacturing pro­ 
cess, he recommended increased 
government 
.ippropriations 
for 
benefit pay ments. 
The secretary outlined lour al­ 
ternative methods for increasing 
farm income: 
Increased appropratiwis for sub­ 
sidies, 
price-fixing, 
government 
loans that would peg commodity 
prices at higher levels, and the 
marketing certificate plan. 
“As far as I have been able to 
determine, the marketing certifi­ 
cate approach is clearly superior.” 
Wallace said some persons had 
believed that the war would re­ 
sult in a substantial increase ir 
farm prices and thereby produce 
at least a temporary solution of 
the farm problem. 
“But agriculture is not profiting 
from the war in Europe, and is 
not likely to profit at any time 
in the near future. And for some 
groups df producers the war has 
been an economic calamity . . , . 
The net effect of the war on ag­ 
riculture has been to shut off a 
large part of vhe world 
market 
for our farm products . . . 
the 
war is likely to make farm pro­ 
grams for the export crops mo re 
necessary rather than less neces-

Lashing gales at sea brought a 
new menace to life and property 
today in the wake of w inter’s 
heaviest snowstorm which left 36 
known dead, scores injured, and 
drifts piled high throughout the 
east. 
The weather bureau in Wash­ 
ington, D. C., sent out a bulletin 
warning that a storm of “great 
intensity attended by gales over 
a wide area” was raging in a 
focus about 150 miles east of Nan­ 
tucket, Mass. 
Hearts overtaxed by shoveling 
snow or battling through snow­ 
drifts accounted for a majority of 
the storm fatalities, with hard-hit 
Pennsy lvania registering 8 deaths, 
upstate New York 8, New Jersey 
8, New York City 6, M ary land 3, 
and New England 3. 
A coast guard cutter, a fireboat 
and police launch struggled for 
more than an hour in the ice- 
choked Hudson river before final­ 
ly retrieving seven derelict light­ 
ers which broke away while load­ 
ing the Furness Bermuda liner 
Eastern Prince at the foot of West 
5th street 
Ferry boats had to 
dodge the drifting craft. 
The Diamond shoals lightship 
was fighting its way back today

Th e victory In th e figh t wh ich th e 
little city of Lincoln th en 
pu t 
u p 
against th a railroada. wh ich attracted 
th e attention of th e wh ole cou ntry, 
ah ook th e grou nd u nder th e railroad 
rata ayatam of th e nation. 
Look ou t for th e west wh en it h as 
a ju st cau se. 
Selected aa th a capital of Nebraska 
wh en only a village of 30 inh abitanta 
In 1867 , Lincoln’s leading aettlera for 
th a moat part ware edu cated and cu l­ 
tu red men. It early became th e seat 
of a great u niversity wh ich drew to 
its facu lty some of th e beat of Ameri­ 
can edu cators. 
It drew, as if by a 
magnet, many ambitiou s you ng men 
both from th e west and th e east. 
For myself, 1 am getting tired of 


th e novels ru nning down th e 
early 
west and Its settlers. With th eir ch ar­ 
acteristics you are familiar. In th em 
are drawn fervid pictu res of Individu al 
delinqu encies. Individu al su ffering and 
individu al degradation as if th ey were 
representative of th e people of early 
Nebraska as a wh ole. 
’The writers of th ese books arc like 
one of th e old mu ckrakers wh o, wh en 
he did a good Job in pointing ou t a 
crack In th e sidewalk, made th e mis­ 
take of claiming th at th e wh ole town 
wou ld fall th ru it. Aa an old friend 
of mine once said to me "You cannot 
pick ou t a few casea of smallpox as 
Ju stification for 
pu tting 
th e 
wh ole 
commu nity In th e pesth ou se.’’ 
If Lincoln In Us early years h ad 
nu mbered In its popu lation a few mu r­ 
derers or cu tth roats or notoriou s po­ 
litical th ieves—yes. If It h ad been th e 
h ome th en of even one famou s degen­ 
erate killer—some novelist writing of 
th e west and knowing wh at kind of 
literatu re th e centers of popu lation 
crave, wou ld h ave blazoned It to th e 
world. 
Nebraska Is th e second most literate 
state of th e u nion. Su rely su ch writ­ 
ers, perh aps u nwittingly, do ou r early 
settlers a grava inju stice. 
Lincoln 
a Prou d City. 
As I look over th e prou d city of 
Lincoln today with Its splendid streets 
and bu ildings and u niversity and parks 
and capitol and with Us 80,000 ener­ 
getic and forward looking people, I 
know In my h eart th at th e ch aracter, 
decency, initiative and energy of Its 
first residents and first bu siness men 
h ave been largely responsible for It. 
It is said th at "rolling stones gath er 
no moss." Th e you ng men of Lincoln 
63 years ago consisted almost wh olly 
of wh at migh t be called rolling stones. 
Th ey rolled In from th e east for th e 
pu rpose of gath ering moss—bu t th ey 
certainly did not bring any moss with 
th em. 
Now, looking back over th e years 
u pon th e careers of a score of th e 
you ng men of th is type wh om I th en 
met in Lincoln. I h ave come to th e 
conclu sion th at a rolling stone—If It 
rolls Intelligently—generally gath ers In 
all th a moss In sigh t. 
Th ere were 
many you ng people of th at era In Lin­ 
coln wh o ach ieved national repu tations 
—at least 20 of th em. 
A Flood of Memorlee. 
A flood of memories comes to me 
alwaya wh en 
I retu rn 
to 
Lincoln. 
Some of you h ere I knew 
well as 
you ng men—H. H. Wilson, th e Woods 
boys. 
Bob 
Joyce, 
J. 
C. 
Seacrest, 
George Crancer, Dolph Talbot, Frank 
Zeh ru ng, 
Pau l Holm—all 
of wh om 
were as bu sy th en aa now. 
My mind reverts to my old news­ 
paper friends, most 
of wh om 
h ave 
passed on—C. H. Gere of th e Lincoln 
Jou rnal, th e dean of th em all; Sam 
Cox. wh o was th e editor afterward of 
a paper In Scottsblu ff and .was sh ot 
and killed by one of th e 
th u gs of 
wh om h e was endeavoring to rid th e 
town; Will Owen Jones, Walt Mason, 
H. M. Bu sh nell; A1 Falrbroth er, wh o 
professed to print "all th e news wh en 
it is news.” At th at time Willa Gath er 
worked for a time for Th e Jou rnal, 
and Sarah Harris was associated with 
W. Morton Smith In pu blish ing Th e 
Cou rier. 
Innu merable anecdotes of th e th en 
h u mble, and now great, su ggest th em­ 
selves. I h ad occasion a few month s 
ago to write a sh ort statement abou t 
Gen. Persh ing. 
Wh ile It may h ave 
been pu blish ed. It so well Illu strates 
th e ou tstanding qu alities of a great 
soldier and citizen th at I will read it 
h ere: 
Wh en in 1892 th e crack military or­ 
ganizations of th e United States as­ 
sembled at Omah a for a national drill 
competition, th ere occu rred an Instance 
wh ere Persh ing, In h is you th , exh ib­ 
ited th at great masterfu lness of psy­ 
ch ological reaction wh ich In h is sol­ 
dier’s life th ereafter enabled h im In 
time of crisis alwaya to exact from 
h is comrades th at last final effort of 
wh ich th ey were capable. 
A Perih ing Anecdote. 
Lieu t. Persh ing at th at time wan 
military instru ctor at th e University 
of Nebraska. He was fresh from West 
Point—h andsome, clean cu t, erect and 
In all respects aoldler like in h is bear­ 
ing. Th e 200 stu dents taking military 
training u nder h im h eld h im In th e 
great respect and confidence In wh ich 
h e was afterward h eld by th ose u nder 
h is military command at all times and 
u nder all circu mstances. 
It was at th eir su ggestion th at from 
th eae 200 stu dents h e formed a com­ 
pany of 45 members to compete In th is 
national contest. Th e Intensive train­ 
ing of th ese h and picked 
boys 
by 
Lieu t. Persh ing Is now one of th e 
memorable experiences of th eir lives. 
Th ey were drilled In th a early morn­ 
ing before class h ou rs. 
Immediately 
after th e h ou rs of college rou tine In 
th e afternoon, and again in th e eve­ 
ning. Th eir u niforms were simple and 
inexpensive bu t never In Nebraska h is­ 
tory wars u niformi kept more epic and 
apiu i. He selected aa captain of th e 
company a you ng man by th e name of 
Sh eldon wh o years afterward became 
governor of Nebraaka. 
Accompanied by th e ch ancellor of 
th e u niversity, th e bu lk of th e stu ­ 
dent body and qu ite a portion of th e 
popu lation of Lincoln, th is little mil­ 
itary company, with Lieu t. Persh ing, 
went to Omah a to compete with th e 
crack drill organlzatlona. abou t 14 In 
all, assembled from ail parts of th e 
United States. 
On th e afternoon preceding th e drill 
contest all th eae companies, inclu ding 
th at from th e University of Nebraska. 


march ed in a parade over th e crowd- 
j 
lined streets of Omah a. Th at same eve- | 
ning, after th e parade, Lieu t. Persh - | 
ing, wh om th ey h ad cou nted th eir best 
friend, assembled th e company and to 
th eir su rprise and consternation told 
th em th at th eir march ing and th eir 
appearance was a disgrace to th e oc­ 
casion, to th e University of Nebraska, 
to th emselves and to h im. Never for 
a minu te relaxing in h is severity h e 
h ad th em work u ntil bedtime on su ch 
tasks as polish ing th eir gu ns and th eir 
sh oes, actu ally inclu ding blackening 
th e soles of th eir sh oes. In th eir de­ 
jection th ere was h ardly a word among 
th em u ttered all th e evening. 
Wh en th e company assembled next 
day, ready to march to th e drill 
grou nd. Lieu t. Persh ing ch anged In no 
degree h is attitu de and again criticized 
th em In h arsh langu age. At h is direc­ 
tion Capt. Sh eldon th en started th e 
cru sh ed and downcast little company 
on th eir march to th e field of contest. 
Th ey h ad not gone 30 feet wh en Lieu t. 
Persh ing su ddenly h alted th em and 
walking to th eir front said calmly and 
qu ietly, "I th ink you are going to win 
th e first orize.’’ 
A bolt of ligh tning from a clear sky 
wou ld not h ave been more u nexpected 
by th em th an th is, and In an Instant 
th e drooping sh ou lders of th ese you ng 
men were lifted and th e fire of battle 
was kindled and sh one In th eir eyes. 
In an Instant th ey h ad sensed th e ex­ 
planation of th e treatment th ey h ad

being taken by the university ad­

“These alumni, almo st witho ut 
exceptio n, 
are 
interested 
pri­ 
m arily in the develo pment of 
graduate wo rk at the university. 
W itho ut o verlo o king in any way 
the impo rtance of the under­ 
graduate co urses, they are mind­ 
ful o f the fact that if the univer- 
iity do es no t enco urage and pro ­ 
vide facilities fo r so me graduate 
wo rk of the highest calibre, it 
eanno t truly co ntinue to call itself 
a university and it canno t furnish 
to the peo ple of the state the edu­ 
catio nal leadership that is essen­ 
tial to its welfare.

Mr. Bro wnell po inted o ut that 
the eco no mic and so cial effects of 
these recently ado pted po licies are 
hardly yet evident in the life of 
the co untry because these po l­ 
icies are no t yet established upo n 
a so und financial basis. 
“They 
are w ritten 
into the 
statute bo o ks,” he said. 
“By and 
large they are there by po pular 
demand, and they seem slated to 
remain there witho ut substantial 
mo dificatio n 
in 
language. But 
tho ugh 
the 
language 
o f 
the 
statutes stays witho ut change, the 
real meaning in the so cial and 
eco no mic histo ry o f the co untry 
remains to be interpreted. 
Aid But No Tax. 
‘The go vernment has no w as­ 
sumed a respo nsibility fo r giving 
financial assistance to unemplo y­ 
ed wo rkers, but it do es no t col­ 
lect the mo ney to discharge this 
respo nsibility. 
The 
go vernment 
by statute is under a duty to pay 
o ut mo ney to assist in the suppo rt 
of aged perso ns. 
But it do es no t 
receive the cash to carry o ut this 
o bligatio n. 
The 
Federal 
laws 
state that financial assistance shall 
go fro m the go vernment to help 
physically handicapped perso ns— 
fo r m aternal aid—fo r child care 
but there is no cash co ming in to 
the go vernment fo r this purpo se. 
‘In o rder to give a cash inco me 
to certain classificatio ns o f farm ­ 
ers, we can read in the sessio n 
laws of recent Co ngresses that 
financial 
payments 
of 
vario us 
types shall be distributed amo ng 
some 
agricultural 
co mmunities. 
But a deficit exists in the ac­ 
co unts fro m which such distri­ 
butio ns sho uld be made. 
Elimin­ 
atio n of slums in cities has been 
appro ved as a pro per functio n fo r 
the use o f tax mo neys. 
But suf­ 
ficient taxes therefo re have no t 
been assessed. 
Widespread de­ 
mands may be fo und currently fo r 
heavy co ntributio ns fro m go vern­ 
ment to raise the public health 
standards o f the co untry, bo th in 
rural 
and urban 
sectio ns. 
But 
these 
demands are no t 
acco m­ 
panied by fiscal plans to assure 
their permanency if they sho uld 
be accepted. 
“The new fo rms o f go vernment 
regulatio n of certain phases of 
agriculture, industry and finance, 
to 
which 
we 
referred a 
few 
minutes ago, also 
co st mo ney. 
They require an increase in the 
tax receipts and allo catio n o f 
a 
greater pro po rtio n o f the inco me 
of citizens fo r go vernmental pur­ 
poses. 
But the 
mo ney 
fo r all 
these is, fo r the mo st part, bo r­ 
ro wed. 
Income Groups. 
“ Which income groups in tho 
population shall pay the cost 
<rf these social aerv ice? Which 
geographical 
sections 
o f the 
country will feel the hrunt o f 
assuming their cost? A technical 
discussion of these questions ia 
something that I am not pre­ 
pared to 
make, 
nor would it 
serv e any purpose in this dis­ 
cussion 
to 
cite 
figures 
and 
statistics by way (rf illustration. 
“ Two o f our to p-flight pub­ 
lic figures hav e been engaged 
in controv ersy this week ov er 
figures and statistics . . . . they 
both start from the same facts 
and end up with a difference 
of something like 18 billioMS o f 
dollars, so let us stay away as 
far as possible from figures and 
statistics. 
“Senato r LaFo llette, who has 
been o ne of the advo cates o f in­ 
creasing the areas of go vernment 
co ntro l and who is sympathetic 
to further large extensio ns o f it, 
has had so mething to say as to 
which inco me gro ups sho uld pay 
fo r these 
so cial 
services. 
He 
thinks that the medium and lo w 
inco me gro ups sho uld pay. 
“He seems to accept the o ft- 
repeated statements that co nfis­ 
catio n o f the entire inco me o f 
the high inco me gro up in this 
co untry wo uld no t begin to supply 
eno ugh to pay the expenses of 
go vernment at their present level. 
He may even ackno wledge the 
validity o f the co nclusio ns o f Jo hn 
W. Hanes, until recently assistant 
secretary o f the Federal treasury, 
that present rates of inco me tax­ 
atio n fo r the higher inco me gro up 
are so great as to hamper m at­ 
erial pro sperity. 
“In 
any 
event, 
the 
Senato r 
po ints to the fact that in England 
these so cial services are paid fo r 
in large part by the medium and 
lo w inco me gro ups. He seems to 
sympathize with the views no w 
being pressed that there sho uld 
be few o r no exemptio n» amo ng 
the gro ups that are thus to be 
called upo n to bear an extra tax 
lo ad—that 
tax 
exempt 
gro ups 
such as go vernmental emplo yes 
sho uld be taxed—and that tax ex­ 
emptio n upo n 
future 
issues of 
go vernment securities sho uld be 
eliminated. 
“With such a pro gram, sub­ 
stantially all perso ns with in­ 
co mes o f say. $1,000 a year o r 
mo re wo uld be taxed directly 
much mo re heavily than at pres­ 
ent if we are to establish upo n 
a lasting basis the existing statu­ 
to ry 
po licies 
that 
go vernment 
sho uld sho ulder these so cial serv­ 
ices. 
“The 
readjustments 
w h i c h 
wo uld be needed under any such 
pro gram wo uld 
be tremendo us 
and the dangers to co ntinuance of 
private industry are o bvio us. 
Tax Distribution. 
Ano ther aspect o f this pro blem 
that has received so me co nsidera­ 
tio n and awaits so lutio n by men 
and wo men o f University trained 
minds is 
the 
questio n o f the 
metho d o f distributing such a tax 
lo ad amo ng the different geo ­ 
graphical sectio ns of the co untry, 
Mr. Bro wnell declared. 
This 
aspect 
has 
been 
ap­ 
pro ached 
very 
indirectly 
and 
gingerly. But, the argument runs, 
if Federal funds are to be dis­ 
tributed fo r so cial services and 
o ccupatio nal benefits, the Federal 
go vernment sho uld first require 
all states to levy lo cally substan­ 
tially the same taxes at the same 
rates, the benefits and pro ceeds 
to be used fo r self help. 
That is, if so me states have in­ 
co me taxes and o thers do no t, it 
is said to be unfair to distribute 
Federal funds to the states that 
do no t levy the lo cal inco me tax. 
Mayo r LaGuardia, who has been 
ano ther o ne of the advo cates o f 
increasing the areas o f go vern­ 
ment co ntro l and is sympathetic 
to further lai^ extension of 
it, 


has 
indirectly 
appro ached 
this 
aspect o f the pro blem. He has 
suggested that the Federal go v­ 
ernment 
act 
as 
tax 
co llectio n 
agent fo r the states fo r mo st of 
the taxes—the pro ceeds, o r a po r­ 
tio n thereo f, to be 
distributed 
amo ng the states acco rding to a 
fo rmula to be devised by Co n­ 
gress. 
“In the case o f the inco me tax. 
to use that tax again as an ex­ 
ample, 
the Federal go vernment 
wo uld levy it as at present, but 
at a higher rate, and wo uld give 
credit say fo r the first fo ur per­ 
cent to any taxpayer who paid a 
state inco me tax o f fo ur per cent 
The effect o f such a plan, o f 
co urse wo uld be practically to 
fo rce every state to levy a state 
inco me tax. And since generally 
speaking the industrial states no w 
levy heavier and mo re diversified 
lo cal and state taxes than the pre­ 
do minantly 
agricultural 
states 
this 
pro po sed 
so lutio n 
o f 
one 
aspect o f the pro blem takes on a 
distinctly sectio nal and geo graph­ 
ical appearance.” 
Such examples o f the pro blems 
which necessarily arise o ut o f the 
changes o f the last few years in 
the relatio nship of the go vern­ 
ment to the individual emphasize 
the impo rtance o f having the uni­ 
versity trained minds with a view 
to having its graduates take an 
active part in public affairs, he 
believes. 
“The mo st pro mising po ssibility 
o f preventing go vernment co ntro l 
fro m beco ming unrestrained bu­ 
reaucracy and keeping go vern­ 
mental 
activities 
within 
the 
framewo rk of a demo cratic sys­ 
tem is to have the men and wo m­ 
en o f trained intellect ready and 
willing to participate in 
public 
services,” Bro wnell warned.

Jo hn Fitzgerald and P atrick Eagan 
In 18 8 7 were o perating In Linco ln what

Irish 
Natio nal 
League o f America. Every Sunday aft­ 
erno o n In a mo derate sized hall they 
held a m eeting at which It was custo ­ 
m ary fo r Linco ln Irishm en and Lin­ 
co ln po liticians to gather to listen to 
an address and shed so me tears o ver 
the persecutio n o f the Irish peo ple by 
G reat Britain. 
Up to that time I had kno wn little 
o f the Irish persecutio n, but after po st­ 
ing myself I addressed a m eeting of 
the league—and while I drew no tears 
fro m the audience I did express a new 
but deep so licitude fo r the sufferings 
o f the Irish In their native land. I was 
rewarded fo r this effo rt with, perhaps, 
fifteen lines in an o bscure co m er o f 
The Linco ln Jo urnal, but it did no t 
escape the eagle eye o f my friend 
Bryan to who m I then explained my 
metho d o f securing this invitatio n to 
speak.

League o f America. 
Recalls 
J. Irya n. 
As an early friend I quickly reco g­ 
nized 
his tfbmendo us

as a 
speaker—« t> otWRT adjective will suf­ 
fice. 
I 
attended 
his 
first 
debate 
with 
W. J. Co nnell, in his first campaign 
fo r co ngress; I attended the jo int de­ 
bate which he had with Allen Field 
at the Lansing Opera Ho use. In his 
seco nd campaign fo r co ngress; I a t­ 
tended the jo int debate which he had 
w ith Jo hn M. Thursto n a t the fair 
gro unds. 
Bryan was the fo under o f the Lin­ 
co ln Ro und Table club, still In exis­ 
tence, o f which, a t h li Invitatio n, I 
became a member. I well remember 
the first debate o n the silver questio n 
at a m eeting o f the club In June 18 9 1, 
which was held at the residence o f 
S. H, Burnham. At the o pening o f the 
m eeting Bryan, who had been elected 
to co ngress the preceding No vember, 
said th at he had asked that the silver 
questio n be debated as he wished In­ 
fo rm atio n o n th at subject as a co n- 
greslm an. 
I remember I endeavo red 
to glvs Mr. Bryan so me Info rmatio n— 
and in return he vo lunteered to give 
me so me. 
W hile we had already usurped un­ 
duly the tim e o f the club. It still was 
no t eno ugh fo r W. J. and myself and 
so . after the meeting, as we lived near 
each o ther o n D street, w ith o ur wives 
walking ahead and frequently calflng 
back fo r us to co me o n, we kept up 
the debate until they walked back to 
separate us. 
I predicted his no minatiqn at Chi­ 
cago to a gathering o f friends at my 
ho me In Evansto n the week befo re the 
demo cratic natio nal co nventio n In 18 96. 
I had seen him at the co nventio n which 
no minated McKinley at St. Lo uis a few 
weeks befo re, where he represented as 
a co rrespo ndent the Omaha W o rld- 
Herald. 
I sat o n th s stage 
o i the demo ­ 
cratic natio nal co nventio n and watched 
Bryan every m inute during ttiat his­ 
to ric and fateful sessio n. 1 saw being 
built up fo r his benefit a m o st rem ark­ 
able o rato rical backgro und fo r a dra­ 
matic speech. F irst came no t o ne but 
three po litical go liaths into the arena, 
all o f them great speakers, all o f them 
o f great prestige, and all o f them de­ 
fending what B ryan alo ne waa to a t­ 
tack—W illiam F. Vilas, secretary o f 
the Interio r; Qov. Rusaell o f Massa- 
chuaetta; David B. Hill, go verno r o f 


New Yo rk. It was no mean barrage o f 
argum ent and appeal that they deliv­ 
ered to an audience which remained 
as co ld as ice. 
Bryan did no t sit w ith the Nebraska 
delegatio n, but in the fro nt ro w o f the 
audience, just behind the railing that 
divided them fro m the delegates to the 
co nventio n. He was dressed fo r the 
part—he was Immaculate. He came up 
the lo ng aisle to the platfo rm to plead 
the cause o f the masses; but to them, 
and to everybo dy, he seemed no t to 
co me o n fo o t but o n ho rseback. 
He started with the calmness, the 
clearness o f dictio n, the dignity, the 
determinatio n 
characteristic 
o f 
the 
greatest o rato rs o f all time. He re­ 
pressed that early respo nsiveness o n 
the part o f am audience which a stro ng 
presentatio n o f a po pular cause always 
inspires when the o ther side seems to 
have the advantage. 
The first great demo nstratio n came 
irfter he had described the effo rts in 
Nebraska o f his element in the demo ­ 
cratic party to receive pro per reco gni­ 
tio n ; o f ho w they had been thro w n 
o ut o f the state co nventio n, o f this 
and that humiliatio n which they hj.d 
endured with patience. “But no w.” he 
said, 
"we plead no lo nger—we de­ 
m and.” 
It seemed to me then, seated near 
him, as if the delegates In their frenzy 
o f enthusiasm, were abo ut to sto rm 
the stage. 
We were listening to perhaps the 
greatest o rato r o f nis time in o ne o f 
the mo st mo ving speeches ever deliv­ 
ered. 
At the end the audience ap­ 
plauded until exhaustio n alo ne bro ught 
the dem o nstratio n to a clo se. 
No r was his fame in America alo ne. 
When 
Bryan 
visited England years 
afterw ard and delivered an address at 
a meeting given in his ho no r, o ne o f 
the leading B ritish papers said: “No t 
since the days of William P itt has 
England heard such elo quence.” 
It hardly seems po ssible that the 
events o f which I have spo ken this 
evening all o ccurred o ver 40 years ago 
and that almo st all o f the Linco ln men 
o f who m I have spo ken by name have 
lo ng been in their graves—that in the 
meantime great w ars have intervened, 
in o ne o f which the greatest American 
army 
ever assembled 
was 
led 
and 
bro ught to victo ry acro ss the sea by 
a citizen o f Linco ln—that no w again 
in Euro pe millio ns o f armed men are 
massing fo r co ming battle, and great 
natio ns are struggling to create in each 


o ther a co nditio n o f starvatio n In ci­ 
vilian po pulatio ns. 
As we think o f all this we canno t 
tiut feel, as Americans, that the Lo rd 
so far has been very merciful to us 
as a peo ple—that as co mpared with 
Euro pe the ravages fro m o ur wars 
have been mino r—th at o ur standard o l 
living is the highest in the wo rld— 
and, abo ve all. that the go vernment 
o f the United States o f America is 
dedicated by its co nstitutio n to liberty 
under law and the pro tectio n o f the 
inalienable rights o f the individual. 
Remembering this, let every patrio tic 
Americ.tn citizen exert his influence to 
keep the United States o ut o f ano ther 
wo rld war, fo r if we enter it we may 
lo se o ur present fo rm o f go vernment 
and with it the liberty fo r which o ur 
fo rebears died. 
Yo ur remembrance o f me in extend­ 
ing this invitatio n to address yo u is 
greatly appreciated fo r I have always 
been 
deeply 
attached 
to 
this 
city 
where I spent the early eight years 
o f my business life, where 1 made 
so me o f my dearest friends, where my 
wife and I started ho usekeeping, and 
where o ur children were bo m .

CHILD S HOULD NOT BE IGNORED 
WHEN REFUS ES TO ACCEPT FOOD 
Shou ld children b e ignored 
when they show a distaste for 
food? 
No. The technical name for dis­ 
taste for food is “anorexia.” It 
may b e part of many real diseases 
and is a far more seriou s symp­ 
tom than at first appears. 
Fu nctional 
anorexia 
occu rs 
withou t any demonstrab le organic 
disease. Fu nctional anorexia ac­ 
companied b y fu nctional vomiting 
is very common in children u p 
to the age of 12 to 14 years. It 
is 
du e to a nervou s 
physical 
makeu p. These children are very 
Dr. Clendening will answer

only, and then only throu gh his 
colu mn. 
su sceptib le to su ggestion and u n­ 
less they are persu aded ou t of 
their condition, m alnu trition may 
resu lt. 
Parents 
are 
sometimes

malnu trition 
on 
their 
hands ^ u e simply to fu nctional 
anorexia. 
In adu lts a seriou s state of 
m al-nu trition can follow u pon an­ 
orexia. This occu rs in the condi­ 
tion 
called “anorexia 
nervosa.” 
To call it loss of appetite—anor­ 
exia—is b u t feeb ly to character­ 
ize the condition. It is rather an 
annihilation of appetite, so com­ 
plete that it seems in some cases 
impossib le ever to eat again. The 
antagonism to food grows into a 
spasm at the sight of food. 
Tjiis extreme form, “anorexia 
nervosa,” follows cn 
a 
finicky 
appetite in childhood. 
Children 
shou ld b e persu aded ou t of su ch 
feelings in the early stage.

What is normal b lood pres­ 
su re? 
While It is u su ally said that 
normal b lood pressu re shou ld b e 
100 plu s you r age, this statement 
has ob viou s limitations. 
The stu dy of Rob inson and 
Bru cer, in 1939, has tended to 


revise downward what are gen­ 
erally called normal b lood pres­ 
su re levels. Systolic b lood pres­ 
su re is the pressu re when the 
heart is in contraction. Diastolic 
b lood pressu re when the heart is 
in relaxation, is ab ou t 40 points 
b elow this. 
Rob inson and Bru cer made a 
stu dy 
of 
7,000 men and 3,000 
women, none of whom did hard 
work and whose economic posi­ 
tion was su fficiently assu red that 
each cou ld afford a thou sand dol­ 
lar insu rance policy. 
Eighjy-six 
per cent of the men had systolic 
b lood pressu res b etween 90 and 
130, and 89 per cent of the women 
had systolic resssu re^ b etween 90 
and 130. T w enty-fiv# per cent of 
the men and 44 per cent of the 
women had b lood pressu res b e­ 
low 110, no m atter what age. 
In following the b lood pressu re 
of /lormal individu als over a pe­ 
riod of 10 years, it was fou nd 
that b lood pressu res which were 
low did not show as mu ch change 
from year to year as those which 
were high. Systolic pressu res of 
over 140 and diastolic pressu res 
over 80 are( therefore, considered 
ab normal. 
The popu lar notion that low 
b lood pressu re has any danger 
connected with it is fallaciou s. 
Longevity is b ased on three fac­ 
tors—low weight, low pu lse rate 
and low b lood pressu re.

turnips. 
Th at is a course in it­ 
self, sufficient with a dessert. Be­ 
cause th e soup is ligh t, a h eavy 
dessert is tops—apple dumplings, 
for example—provided th ey are 
rich with sugar and butter, served 
with h ot cream dappled with cin­ 
namon. 
Onion and tomato soup is a 
treat—th ere’s a little cafe in New 
York wh ere everybody goes for 
th e onion soup alone, alth ough 
you’ll never meet us th ere. Oys­ 
ter stew with th e wh ole sh ellfish 
or as bisque with

bivalves 
ch opped very fine. 
If you are 
tired of scalloped

sea food, try sh rimp, crab, or 
smelts in soup, and th ere also are 
ways of making th e plainer fish 
into soup.

Egg Dumplings. 
Egg balls, particularly planned 
for green turtle soup, are just as 
delicious in a clear soup—beef 
broth , ch icken broth , or essence 
of tomato.

Even th e long­ 
time cook once h ad h eart failure 
over th e success of h er omelet, 
but current pans and current 
stoves make it almost as easy to 
make as to boil water. A fluffy 
omelet of noth ing more th an th e 
plumped up eggs, adorned with 
parsley, 
is attractive, but for 
varying tastes it can be improved 
with “fine h erbs.” sh rimps, an­ 
ch ovies, oysters, fish , ch eese, jelly, 
tomatoes, and yes, my ch ildren, 
onions. For th e winter bride, none 
too certain of culinary prowess, 
an omelet recipe can be semi­ 
scrambled, stirred up in th e pan, 
th e mentioned additions put in, 
and served in th at fash ion.

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WASHINGTON — Recent cab­ 
inet meetings h ave th rown some 
ligh t on wh y Under Secretary of 
State Welles was dispatch ed so 
suddenly to explore peace pros­ 
pects in Europe, 
At th ese cabinet meetings, th e 
president h as expressed two views 
regarding peace. 
He feels th at 
h eavy figh ting may come on th e 
Western Front by spring, for by 
th at time Hitler may be obliged 
to attack th e Maginot line. So 
Roosevelt h opes th at peace over­ 
tures may be started in time to 
h ead off th is major war move. 
Second, th e president feels th at 
sh ould th is olive branch fail, still 
it migh t pave th e way for anoth er 
peace move in autumn or late 
summer. He bases th is on th e 
belief th at Hitler’s drive on th e 
Western Front is sure to fail, and 
th at afterward th e German gov­ 
ernment will be in greater need 
of peace. 
Secretary Hull also h as ex­ 
pressed important views in re­ 
cent cabinet meetings, agreeing 
with ih e president regarding point 
one, but not point two. 
Mr, Hull fully concurs th at 
th ere may be a ch ance for peace 
now, before th e spring drive gets 
under w'ay. But h e does not sh are 
th e president’s optimism th at once 
th e drive is started, it will be 
possible to revive peace efforts in 
th e autumn. 
Hull fears th at cities will be 
bombed, civilian populations will 
become enraged, bitterness will 
eat deep into th e h earts of both 
sides. He fears th e war may be­ 
come like th e Spanish civil war, 
wh ere neith er side could find a 
footh old 
for peace. 
For 
th at 
reason h e believes Europe’s one 
real h ope for peace is to act now. 
At any rate, th e president and 
h is secretary of state emph atic­ 
ally agreed th at th e time to send 
Sumner Welles to Europe was 
immediately.

Mr. Arn­ 
old S. Nash, English clergyman, 
as he sp ok e Wednesday ev ening 
at the Student Union building.

“religious emp hasis” days sp on­ 
sored by the Univ ersity of Ne­ 
brask a Religious Welfare cduncil. 
His audience was a group of 8 5 
young p eop le at 
an inter-faith 
banquet. 
“One sees for America,” he ob­ 
serv ed “that whatev er might be 
the p art she should p lay in world 
p olitics, here will be a p eop le who 
will recognize that God is a God 
of the whole earth and not of a 
p articular tribe.” 
“We now stand at the turning 
p oint,” he continued, “not merely 
for Europ ean civ ilization, but for 
the whole world.” 
For the first 
time since the idea of “one God 
for a ll, nations” was established, 
he p ointed out, “we are being 
ask ed to think in terms of tribal 
religions.” 
Referring to the p resent con­ 
flicts in Europ e, Rev , Mr. Nash 
av erred that, regardless of the 
m ilitary 
results, 
this 
sp iritual 
crisis which relates to these wars 
will not be solv ed by their con­ 
clusion. It is the duty of America 
“to p reserv e the unity of m an­ 
k ind” in the face of this crisis, he 
indicated.

L. W. McMillin, p astor 
of Univ ersity Ep iscop al church. 
Stanley Klein p resided, and Glenn 
Clark , bBss, gav e some v ocal se­ 
lections accomp anied by Malcolm 
Hayes.
